CURRENT TOPICS. 


Ar Mr. Justice Carrry’s last sitting in court, during the present 
yacation, he had a list of about ror matters and several ex parte 
applications.

A staTement has appeared that the Government have been in- 
vestigating the circumstances under which a draft scheme for 
redistribution found its way into the columns of a daily paper, 
with the view of taking such legal proceedings in the matter as 
they may be advised. It is suggested that an employé of the 
Queen’s Printers may haye abstracted and sold either a proof or 
revised sheet of matter entrusted to him, amongst others, to keep 
secret from the public. Such a breach of duty would no doubt 
justify an immediate dismissal, but would not, so far as we know, 
form any foundation for criminal proceedings, unless it could be 
shown, in law and in fact, that the sheet was stolen. The larceny, 
if larceny there were, could only be felony at common law, for no 
statute makes it larceny to steal pieces of paper or printers’ proofs. 
The difficulty in sustaining an indictment for a common law 
larceny would lie in showing that the thing stolen was in the eye 
of the law of any value, but on this point the decisions are rather 
severe upon thieves, the effect of them appearing to be that the 
thing stolen need not be of any known value, not even of a 
farthing value, if it be of value to the owner (see Russell on Crimes, 
vol. 2, p. 283, citing Reg. v Morris, 9 C. & P. 349, per Parke, B., 
and other cases). Although, however, a common law larceny only 
should be proved, it seems that an indictment for the statutory 
felony of receiving stolen goods might be maintained against a 
purchaser of the proof or revise, inasmuch as the Larceny Act, 
1861 (24 & 25 Vict. c, 96, s. 91), which makes this kind of felony 
punishable by penal servitude for not more than fourteen 
applies to the receiving of property the taking of which amounts 
to a felony “either at common law or by virtue of this Act.” 





Tae appricatioy made to the Vacation Judge by the executor of 
the late Lord Lyrron re-opened the old question of the rights of 
the receiver of a letter. Nothing is more clearly established than 
that the receiver of a letter has a right to the possession of it (Oliver 
v. Oliver, 11 C. B. N. 8. 139); but the authorities are also express 
that a man, by sending a letter to another, although he gives him a 
right to read and keep the letter, does not give the right to publish 
it, and that the writer has the right to control publication, and to 
restrain it. This was first decided in the poet Porr’s case (Pope 
v. Curl, 2 Atk. 341), and from the many subsequent authorities it 
may be gathered (see Gee y. Pritchard, 2 Swanst. 426) that the 
court proceeds upon a right of property in the writer, and does not 
restrain publication merely because it may wound the feelings of 
the writer, or because a letter may have been written in confidence. 
The cases are rare in which executors have applied for an injunc- 
tion, but there is no doubt that the right to restrain goes to 
the legal al representatives of the writer, and at least two 
cases can be found in the books in which an injunction has been 
granted. In Thompson vy. Stanhope (Amb, 739), the great Lord 
Cursrerrreiy’s executors obtained an injunction restraining the 


publication of his celebrated letters to his son by Eveznza Stannorz, 
the son’s widow, although the executors were recommended “

upon reading it”; and in Harl of Granard v, Dunkin (1 Ball & 
B. 207), Lord Mawwars, C., followed Thompson v. Stanhope with- 
out any qualification, It is amet however, that the receiver 
of a letter may publish it when publication is necessary for the 
vindication of his character from an accusation publicly per 
the writer (Percival y.

A CORRESPONDENT suggests for our consideration a curious point in 
connection with the remarkable section of the new Judicature Act 
(section 7) upon which we commented last week ; whereby “judges 
of county courts shall have every qualification conferred on her 
Majesty’s counsel learned in the law” by 13 & 14 Vict. ¢, 25, 
which latter Act empowers such counsel to be placed on the 
commission of assize, the net result being that county court j 
may, if and so far as the Crown so please, transact any 
business, civil or criminal. Our correspondent reminds us that the 
Act, 13 & 14 Vict. c. 25, was repealed by the Statute Law Revision 
Act, 1875, ‘‘as from the commencement of the Judicature Act, 
1873,” and this is no doubt the case. The question, therefore, is 
whether the whole of section 7 of the new Act, as incorporating a 
repealed Act, is inoperative, or whether it apy and what 
operation. On the one hand, it may be hat, inasmuch as, 
by 13 & 14 Vict. c, 21,8. 5, @ repealed Act cannot be revived 
except by express enactment, a re-enactment of a repealed Act in 
different words, but with no express revival, has no mss 
force. On the other hand, it may be said that the re-enact 
Act must be considered as a kind of schedule to the enacting 
Act, and, therefore, as having the force of the enacting Act. 
For ourselves, we have little or no doubt on the t. The 
rule was laid down in Reg. v. Smith (21 W. BR.

Q. B. 146) that ‘where a prior Act, or part of a prior Act,

Section 32, however, in the case of 
appeals given by Acts passed before the Act of 1879, gave the 
appellant a singular option. He might either appeal under the 
ager ere marked out under the Act giving the particular appeal, or 

e might appeal under the procedure established by the Act of 
1879. This option is now entirely taken away, and the appellant 
may proceed only under the Act of 1879. ‘‘ He shall,” says the 
Legislature, ‘‘appeal subject to the conditions and regulations 
contained in the Summary Jurisdiction Act, 1879.” The legal 
meaning of this is clear, though, perhaps, a greater verbal clear- 
ness would have been desirable. In addition to this important 
enactment, the statute further declares the meaning of “ court of 
summary jurisdiction” to be a court of justice ‘‘ acting under the 
iS) Jurisdiction Acts, or any of them, or under any other 
Aet, or by virtue of his or their commission, or by the common law.” 
This amplification was clearly needed, so far as the statutes were 
concerned ; but, although the words ‘‘ by the common law” can 
do no harm, we confess ourselves unable to understand how justices, 
whose jurisdiction is the creature of statute, can derive any powers 
from the common law. 





Tae riest prosecution for unlawfully using the Royal Arms 
came off on Wednesday last.

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COVENANT TO PAY TAXES. 
Vv. 


We come now to sum up the results of our somewhat extended 
investigation of the construction which has been given in the 
reported decisions to covenants to pay taxes. These results may 
be conveniently expressed in the following propositions, the 
authority for which will be found on reference to our previous 
articles. It will be understood that we are referring throughout 
to a covenant by a tenant. 

(1.) A covenant to pay taxes will only apply to taxes existing at 
the time of the making of the covenant and future taxes of the 
same nature as those then existing. It is, therefore, necessary, if 
it is intended that the covenant shall extend to all future taxes of 
every description, that express words should be inserted relating 
to such future taxes. The long rigmarole which has hitherto been 
used for that purpose is, however, quite unnecessary; the words 
“‘ every present and every future,” preceding the description of the 
imposts to be paid or borne, will suffice. 

(2.) A covenant to pay “‘ taxes” will include everything which 
is covered by the term “ parliamentary taxes”; and a covenant to 
pay ‘“‘rates” will include everything which is covered by the 
term “parochial taxes.” The term “ parliementary taxes’’ ex- 
tends only to taxes directly imposed by Parliament. If, therefore, 
the covenant is to pay ‘‘every present and every future rate and 
tax,” the time-honoured words, ‘‘ whether parliamentary or paro- 
chial,” &c., may be omitted as surplusage, and also as, perhaps, 
limiting the application of the more general words. 

(3.) The terms “rate and tax” will not include tithe rent- 
charge, but as the word “outgoings” will include it, it is un- 
necessary to specify tithe rent-charge when the above-mentioned 
word is employed in the covenant. 

(4.) The words “‘ assessments and impositions”’ are of little, if 
any, value, for they will not—probably even when accompanied by 
the words “ assessed or im upon the landlord ”’—include the 
expense occasioned by the performance of a duty imposed by 
statute on the landlord, or sums payable by a landlord for works 
done by a local authority on his default in performing his statutory 
duty. The words “assessments and impositions ” should therefore 
be discarded. 

(5.) The word “ charges,” unless associated with words expressly 
referring to charges ‘‘on the landlord,” or ‘‘onthe demised premises,” 
will not bear a more extensive signification than ‘‘ assessments and 
impositions.” If associated with the words ‘‘on the landlord in 
respect of the demised premises,” it will include every expense, 
incurred in respect of the premises, for which the landlord is per- 
sonally liable. If merely associated with the words ‘‘on the 
demised premises,” the word ‘‘ charges” will only extend to such 
expenses as are ‘charged on the realty”; which, however, ex- 
penses incurred by a local authority under the Public Health Act 
are. There is no peculiar virtue in the word “charges,” and it 
need not be inserted in the covenant when the words next here- 
inafter mentioned are used. 

(6.) The word “ duties,” it appears from the older cases, although 
unaccompanied with the words ‘‘imposed on the landlord,” will 
include the expense occasioned by the performance of a duty im- 
pos Lyn on the landlord, or sums payable by a landlord 
or works done by a local authority on his default in performing 
his statutory duty. The balance of authority is in favour of 
excluding from the construction of this word, when following 
words clearly referring to periodical payments—“ rates, taxes, and 
duties ’—the ejusdem i doctrine, and of construing the word 
“duties”’ as applicable to sums payable once for all, or to acts to 
pel pean ee This word has, therefore, a peculiar significance, 

should always be used in the covenant. 

(7.) The word “outgoings” will be usefully employed in the 
covenant, to include tithe rent-charge, and to swpplement the scope 
of the word “duties ” as regards extraordinary impositions. 

(8.) To the words already suggested for use—ViZ., ** Every pre- 
sent and every future rate, tax, outgoing, and duty ”—there must be 
added, ‘‘ imposed on the said premises or on the owner or occupier 
in respect thereof.” These words would seem to include every 
kind of impost in respect of the demised premises. 

(9.) The exception of the taxesto be ultimately payable by the land- 
lord is generally very see expressed. the tenant ought to 
covenant to pay these taxes, which are properly payable by him in

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the first instance, and the provision in the covenant should be that 
he may, after paying them, deduct them from the next payment 
of rent. We propose, therefore, the following as the words of the 
so-called exception: ‘‘ Payments for d tax and] landlord’s 
property tax nevertheless being dedu from the next payment of 
the rent hereby reserved.” And, by way of making security 
doubly sure, it may be well to add here, instead of the usual words 
in the covenant to pay rent, ‘‘ but no other deduction whatsoever 
being allowed from the said rent.” 


The practical result of our suggestions is, therefore, as follows :— 
The rent should be reserved “‘ without deduction, except as here- 
jnafter mentioned” ; the tenant should covenant to pay the rent 
“without deduction, except as hereinafter mentioned.”” Then the 
covenant to pay taxes should be in the following form :—

said premises, or on the owner or occupier in respect thereof, 

yments for [land tax and] landlord’s property tax nevertheless 

ing deducted from the next payment of the rent hereby reserved, 
but no other deduction whatsoever being allowed from the said 
rent.” 

We shall be glad if any acute reader can suggest an improve- 
ment in the above form. It is not put forward as perfect, but it may 
be said to be the result of a good deal of experience and considera- 
tion. We think that it will cover all outgoings, and it has the 
advantages of being short, and also of drawing the attention of 
intending tenants and their advisers, much more clearly than 
the existing form does, to the effect of the burdens which the 
landlord proposes shall be borne by the tenant. 








LEGISLATION OF THE YEAR. 


PROSECUTION OF OFFENCES, 


47 & 48 Vict. co. 58.—An AcT FoR AMENDING THE PROSECUTION OF 
OFFENcEs Act, 1879. [August 14, 1884.] 


This Act summarily revokes all pag A rane under the Act of 
1879, and constitutes the Solicitor to the Treasury ‘‘ Director of Public 
Prosecutions,”’ with all the powers and duties conferred and imposed 
upon such Director by the Act of 1879, This is merely substituting one 
official for another. A far more material provision of the Act is that 
(section 3) which enacts that ‘‘ the chief o of every police district 
in England shail, from time to time, give to the Director of Public 
Prosecutions information with to indictable offences alleged 
to have been committed within the district of such chief officer.” 
“Police district” is defined to mean in the country “any place 
maintaining a separate police force,” so that the sources whence 
information will pour in upon the Treasury Solicitor will be very 
numerous. The yy ae enlige from time i iro po age gu tion, 
appear to im a direct obligation upon i 0 ice 
to end in his reports, and we incline to the opinion, tho the 
int is a doub one, that this is a duty which could be enforced 
y mandamus. Disobedience of the obligation would be, at any rate, 
an indictable offence.
